An Administration drive against enactment of the soldier- 
bonus legislation at this time has 
assumed 
real 
proportions. 
President Harding, it is learned, nae urged Senator Lodge and 
gRepresentative Mondell, respectively the Senate anc! the House 
‘leaders, to defer action until early in 1922 if possible. 
A. W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, sent Ic Senator 
Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, a letter which was read in the 
Senate, protesting more vigorously than did his predecessors of 
the Wilson Administration— Secretaries Houston 
and 
Glass— , 
against passage of the bill, which now is pending in the Senate. ‘ 
We give some extracts from Secretary Mellon’s letter, which 
show the importance, or we might say. the absolute necessity of 
deferring action on the bonus bill at this time, as follows: 
J 
“The most conservative estimates show that the bill would 
cost lrom about $1,500,000,000 (if the bulk of the payments were 
on account of adjusted service pay, the greater part of which 
would fall in the near future) to about $5,250,000,000 (if most 
veterans elected to take adjusted service certificates, the pay­ 
ments on which would be distributed over a period of twenty , 
years). The actual cost of the Dill should fall between these two 
extremes, according to the choice of plan made by the veterans. 
If, as seems probable, at least one-half should elect the cash- 
payment plan and about one-half the certificate plan, with one- 
third of the latter borrowing on their certificates, the ultimate 
cost of the bill, it is estimated, would be more than $3,330,000,000. 
“These estimates, incomplete as they are, show the heavy 
obligations to which the pending bill would commit the country. 
To impose these vast additional liabilitiees upon the Treasury, 
particularly under present conditions in industry and commerce, 
would, in my judgment, create a serious situation. 
“As a matter of fact, a plan to disburse even over a period of 
yeajs up to four or five billions of dollars as ‘adjusted compensa­ 
tion’ must inevitably increase by that much the war burden which 
the American people have to bear. It would greatly swell the cost 
of Government and virtually defeat the Administration’s program 
of economy and retrenchment. It could be financed only by add­ 
ing to the burden of debt and taxes under wrhich the country is 
now staggering. However financed, no such sum could be taken 
out of the public treasury without throwing a corresponding load 
upon the whole people in the form of increased interest charges, 
increased taxes and increased cost of living. 
“In these circumstances I believe that the best interests of I 
the country demand that action be deferred upon the soldiers’ 
bonus or the bill to provide so-called adjusted compensation. This j j 
is not a time to impose several billion dollars of new liabilities on j 
an already overburdened treasury.’’

the famous pearl necklace to be dismounted, which would surely 
depreciate its value, have decided in case it is offered for sale to 
buy it at the price originally paid by the late Mr. Leeds, and thus 
the present high prices of precious stones will be maintained.
